TALKS ON FRERZ 
OF LAST WINTER 


Lauds Work in Saving Groves 


—Deplores Necessity of 
Protective Laws 


In a very timely and interest- 
ing talk Floyde D. Young, the 
man who predicts the winter 
temperatures with such uncanny 
accuracy, discussed the record 
breaking freeze of last winter 
and made comparisons with prev- 
ious years when great damage 
‘was done by cold, in a talk be- 
fore the Upland Rotary club at 
the Upland inn today noon. 

Particularly he noted the sim- 
ilarity between the freeze of last 
January and that of 1922, dem- 
onstrating the similarity by 
means of charts. Usually the 
unusually heavy freezes occur 
at about ten year intervals, Mr. 
Young stated, so the one of last 
winter “was long overdue.” In 
yearg gone by “we did not know 
the causes of high and low pres- 
‘gure areas,” declared the speak- 
er, but now reports by radio from 
ships at sea make it possible to 
forecast them. 

Mr. Young also showed slides 
depicting the great contrast be- 
tween heated and unheated 
groves—and characterized last 
winter’s batthe “the most remark- 
able demonstration of frost pro- 
tection the world ever saw.” The 
temperatures were not only low- 
er last January than during the 
disastrous freezes of 1913 and 
1922. but the cold was of much 
longer duration, he declared, also 
stating that the districtg normal- 
ly the ccldest were the warmest 
during this year’s cold spell. 

Mr. Young lauded the growers 
and their helpers for “their forti- 
tude and courage in sticking to 
the job.” He also ventured the 
opinion that the smoke was of 
considerable help in saving fruit 


would have bees different,” 
stated. 

The speaker also told of the 
effective work done by the rail- 
roads in rushing 150 carloads of 
oil to this district from up north 
and bringing in many cars from 
as far distant as Texas, the 
trucking companies also being 
on the job during the emergency. 

In discussing the “smoke prob- 
lem,” Mr. Young said: “I am 
sorry to see the necessity to pass 
laws to regulate the smoke nui- 
sance and wish it were possible 
to get the same results by coop- 
eration.” He made the further 
statement that with proper reg- 
ulation and cleaning of the heat- 
ers, the smoke could be cut 
down 75 per cent. In demon- 
strating the lack of cooperation 
Mr. Young stated that in one dis- 
trict where a census of the open 
and garbage can type of heater 
was used 900 such were found. 
A year or two later it was ex- 
pected the number would be 
much less—but there were then 
found 1150 of the same type. 

It is impossible to predict 
whether or not the coming. win-

two “freeze years in a cycle,” 
and there will probably be a 
cold winter within three years, 
he ventured.

The plans had the approval of most econ- 
pmists and tax experts—yet when brought to a vote they 
were decisively beaten. Too many politicians are fearful of 
an equitable taxing plan that would cause the maximum pro- 
portion of population to pay the taxes they should. Perhaps 
office holders hope that our citizens will not learn that twenty 
to twenty-five per cent of the cost of everything they buy is 
represented by taxation, many of which are ‘‘hidden”’ taxes. 
However, they are finding out this truth—and it will no doubt 
receive consideration when the next election comes along. 

{ It would seem that it is now time the national administra- 
tion should at least show some indications of attempting to 
make good on its promised program of economy and reduction 
of the national debt. It is highiy essential that government 
spending be cut down by many millions per year, that a sys- 
tematic plan for reducing the debt be adopted and that there 
be a reduction in taxes. t
